Dulles Says U.S. Mill Valley To Lose School

For Satellites 


NEW YORK 'ff— Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles 
bluntly told Russia today that 
the United States seeks “the 
liberation of the captive na­ 
tions.” He said “the pressures 
of liberty are rising” within the 
Soviet bloc. 
In an address prepared for 
the annual Associated Press 
luncheon. Dullea also appealed 
to Congress and the American 
people to preserve the admin­ 
istration’s foreign military and 
economic aid programs against 
those with “a zeal to econo­ 
mize.” 
He evidently referred 
to some members of Congress. 


THREATS WILL FAIL 
He also expressed confidence 
that Soviet “threats,” such as 
have recently been 
directed 
against allied nations in Europe 
because of their membership in 
the Atlantic alliance, “will not 
disintegrate” the collective de­ 
fense systems of the free world. 
Dulles’ address had the full 
advance approval of President 
Eisenhower, who read it in ad­ 
vance at his Augusta. Ga., vaca­ 
tion headquarters. 
Press Sec­ 
retary James C. Hagerty said 
Eisenhower also had discussed 
it by telephone with Dulles. 
MAJOR REVIEW' 
The address was Dulles’ first 
major review of U. S. foreign 
policy since last fall, and also 
his first speech of Eisenhower’s 
second term. 
Dulle« said the question of 
how the United States should 
deal with Communist “despo­ 
tism” is not an easy one to an­ 
swer. 
He declared the United 
States had set an example to 
stimulate force« for freedom 
throughout the world and he 
assured Soviet satellite coun­

Comet To Be 


Visible In 


Evening Sky 


NEW YORK (Jtl— A comet dis­ 
covered only 
last 
November 
will be visible low in the north­ 
western evening sky for a week 
beginning tonight. 


T h e 
Hayden 
Planetarium 
said the comet may be seen to- 
night near the horizon about an 
hour and a half after sunset, 
and should be visible for about 
half an hour. 


Each succeeding evening It 
will be higher, and be about 
as bright as the faintest of the 
seven stars in the Big Dipper. 
The planetarium said that 
the comet, when last observed 
in February before it was lost 
in the glare of the sun, had a 
tail a few degrees long. During 
visibility this week, it may or 
may not have a tail. The planet­ 
arium said that the comet will 
be fading rapidly and probably 
will be lost to the naked eye 
by the middle of May. 
“To astronomers,” the plane­ 
tarium said, “this comet is very 
bright, but to people who like 
to look at the sky even with 
binoculars it may be a disap­ 
pointment.” 
The sky visitor is the Arend- 
Roland comet, discovered by 
S. Arend and M. Roland, of Bel­ 
gium’s Royal Observatory.

Yet this active 
woman had eyesight capable 
of prolonged use — her eyes 
could do anything she wanted! 
An unfounded belief that her 
vision “couldn’t take it” cut 
down her favorite pastime. 
But she is not alone. As the 
years go by, many in the 40- 
plus age category devolop an 
increasing anxiety that vision 
must be rationed, rested, to 
preserve it. This is contrary to 
the real truth. 
Eyes can not be “worn out” 
by using them, assuming they 
are free from disease. The vis­ 
ual mechanism is tough and 
strong, built for rugged use. 
Eye muscles are almost tire 
less, 
have 
100 
times 
the 
strength ordinarily needed. 
Feeling of fatigue may de 
velop after a time on some 
jobs. But, this is general fatigue 
that can accompany any tedious 
task and shouldn’t be blamed 
on eyes alone. Lack of interest, 
loss of attention, nervous sys 
tem conflicts result in that 
“I’m tired” feeling. 
Eyes need to be used, other 
wise their function slows down. 
Like any skill, seeing gets rusty 
if it isn’t active. So giving up 
things “because of my eyes” is 
the wrong thing to do and can 


make the problem more in­ 
tense. 
To get the most from your 
visrion: 
1. Keep your eyes busy do­ 
ing things you like to do, don’t 
over-protect them. 
2. Relax attention from your 
job or reading once in awhile 
to 
release 
nervous 
tension 
which may lead to fatigue. 
3. Use plenty of good light. 
4. Read and work in com fort­ 
able posture. 
5. To rest, close your eyes 
for a few seconds, blink 10 
times, glance around the cor­ 
ners of the room twice and go 
back to work. 
6. Don’t be unduly anxious 
about your eyesight, 
but if 
there is anything wrong, find 
out why. 
Unless professional advice is 
to the contrary, no m atter what 
your age — you can use your 
eyes all you want to.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Unless His Friends Rescue 
Him, POGO Is On Way Out 


What happened to POGO° 
We dropped him from the comic page 
for a week to find out. among other 
things, if anybody would miss him. 
What did we find out’’ 
Not many people, percentagewise, 
read POGO but most of those who do 
feel a strong personal attachment to the 
little possum and his friends. 
When POGO was omitted, only two 
readers canceled their subscriptions. 
Only four bothered to write letters of 
complaint. (They are printed in the ad­ 
joining column.) Another half dozen or 
so persons telephoned to register their 
protest. 
Altogether, then, when POGO disap­ 
peared from our comic page last week, 
only about a dozen subscribers—out of 
24,000— were sufficiently concerned to 
do anything about it. 


That in 
our opinion is 
hardly 
enough to save POGO from oblivion. 


We usually assume that for every sub­ 
scriber who lets us know how he feels, 
there are another 10 or a dozen who feel 
the same. If we multiply the 12 notifi­ 
cations we received by 12, we would 
have only 144 subscribers—still out of 
24,000 — who might miss POGO seri­ 
ously were he to be dropped perman­ 
ently. 
Some people in the newspaper busi­ 
ness and related fields believe that 
POGO represents a kind of craze, like 


bell-bottom trousers, Davey Crockett 
caps, or miniature golf. They believe 
that, as happened with other crazes, 
public interest in POGO has declined. 
“He has run his course; he is on the way 
out,” they say. 
“No," say his supporters, “Newspa­ 
pers that dropped him received so many 
complaints they have had to restore 
him.” 
Factually we know by scientific meas­ 
urement of readership that fewer people 
read POGO than any other strip on the 
comic page. Rut we have reason to be­ 
lieve that POGO readers, for the most 
part, read no other comic. This means 
that if we were to drop him, many of 
his followers would thereafter find no 
comic of interest to them in the I-J. 
If the num ber in this latter category 
were tiny, percentagewise, there would 
be no point in continuing to print POGO. 


What happened last week seems to 
indicate that this is the ease; that too 
few of our readers are interested in 
POGO to justify keeping him. 
lie's baek in the paper this week, 
but only on a temporary basis. Our 
present intention is to ehoose one of 
several other strips available to re- 
plaee POGO. 


That’s what we are going to do 
shortly unless POGO’s friends put on 
a mueh more convincing show of 
numbers than they have to date.

I have read with interest 
the various letters written to 
this paper concerning prog­ 
ress of construction at sev­ 
eral points between San Ra­ 
fael and San Francisco on 
U.S. 101. While I agree that 
the progress has been slow, 
I cannot agree that the fault 
lies entirely with the State 
Division of Highways. 
Before the state calls for 
bids on a section of highway, 
experienced engineers deter­ 
mine how long it should take 
a contractor to complete the 
job. Taking into account the 
complexity of 
construction, 
anticipated weather and how 


urgently the portion of high­ 
way is needed for us« by the 
motoring 
public, the 
engi­ 
neers arrive at a length of 
time which is both fair to the 
contractor and to the motor­ 
ing public. 
As long as the contractor 
has not exceeded the time 
set in his contract for com­ 
pletion of the project, he can 
work as fast or as slow as he 
wishes. Possibly because of 
the very excellent weather we 
had this winter, the contrac­ 
tor may be ahead of sched­ 
ule. He may have needed to 
take most of his men off this 
job in order to finish another 
one somewhere else. There 
any num ber of reasons 


out that th• speed of con­ 
struction is not controlled by 
the state.

ROME—One of the things

ern Europe I have found a

about the Soviet Union, about 
the Middle East, and about 
the United States. 
I have seen no one who 
thinks the Soviet Union is 
planning and is preparing for 
a general war. For that rea­ 
son the resounding declara­ 
tions of the so-called Eisen­ 
hower Doctrine are received 
with 
p u z z l e d 
incredulity. 
Some think 
that the 
presi­ 
dent and Mr. Dulles are living 
in an unreal world, emphasiz­ 
ing dangers that will prob­ 
ably not come and not deal­ 
ing with dangers that do, in 
fact, exist. Others think that 
they must mean something 
deep, so deep that nobody un 
derstands it. 
I have seen no one who 
thinks that the Soviet Union 
is at present willing or able 
to negotiate a general Ger­ 


man or European settlement. 
The commonly accepted view 
is that the Soviet Union can­ 
not afford to withdraw the 
Red Army from Eastern Ger­ 
many and from Poland. This 
would mean the fall of the 
East German Communist Re­ 
gime, and along with that a 
turning , of Poland and Hun­ 
gary against Russia. 


SOME WHOM I have seen 
think that there is nothing 
for the West* to do but to 
back up Dr. Adenauer and 
accept the fact that Europe 
is partitioned. Others, who 
are, I believe, more farsight­ 
ed, think the West should 
keep on trying to negotiate, 
offering 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
terms which Moscow, were it 
less 
frightened 
and 
suspi­ 
cious, could find reasonable. 
There is a general view, I 
found, that in the rivalry for 
the 
so-called 
uncommitted 
nations of Africa, the Middle 
East, and South Asia, the So­ 
viet Union has an easier hand 
to play than has the United 
States. There is a feeling that 
the Soviet Union has won the 
game in Nasser’s Egypt. Cer­ 
tainly it would be a pleasant 
surprise in Europe if Eisen­ 
hower and Dulles are able to 
hold their own in the game.

SACRAMENTO (UV-In one 
of the toughest road-building 
jobs ever undertaken, Califor­ 
nia will carve a four lane super­ 
highway at the granite summit 
of the Sierras. 


Work on the 00 million dol­ 
lar federally aided project will 
start this summer. The result 
will be one of the world's high­ 
est freeways, along the craggy 
Donner Summit route used by 
travelers into California for 
more than 110 years.
